THE complaints procedure at 
Manston’s Kent International Air¬ 
port has again been slammed. 

At a public meeting of Kent International 
Airport Consultative Committee (KLACC) and 
Thanet council’s airport working party, the 
process was criticised by representatives of 
both bodies. 

Complaints ranged from the website often 
not working, the complexity of making a com¬ 
plaint and the amount of time that airport 
owner Infratil took to reply. 

KLACC chairman Paul Twyman said: “It 
doesn’t work very well at the moment. The 
complaints procedure certainly needs to be 
reviewed. There needs to be targets for Infratil 
to meet so that complaint responses come back 
in a certain period of time.” 

Malcolm Kirkaldie, of Manston Airport 
Group, said complaints about flights had to be 
lodged with the airport operator within 15 
days of any incident but that those rules “do 
not apply to their replies”. 

With regard to the website, the main hub for 
complaints, John Inchley from Acol Parish 
Council said: “I think they hope you will give 
up and go away. Infratil makes it difficult to 
complain and the system is unreliable. Over¬ 
flying of villages triggers a lot of complaints 
that don’t get responded to.” 

With the prospect of night flights looming once 
again, the procedure will become more import¬ 
ant if people are to lodge any complaints with 
either Infratil or Thanet council.

TOMORROW (Thursday) 
is election day in the isle. 

Thanet residents will go to the 
polls to select who they want to rep¬ 
resent them at both county and 
European level - and two other elec¬ 
tions will also get under way.

Gerry O’Donnell is one 
candidate standing both 
for election at county level 
and for the new Ramsgate 
Town Council, but last 
week’s Yourthanet article 
missed his county election 
statement. 

He said: “I’m standing 
because I believe it is im¬ 
portant to have as many in¬ 
dependent voices on Kent 
County Council as possible. 

“It provides many of the 
services in our towns, par¬ 
ticularly policing, educat¬ 
ion, roads and lighting. 

“I believe that with 
greater vision and commit¬ 
ment these services can be 
improved. 

“When Ramsgate Town 
Council achieves Quality 
Assured status we will 
need independent county 
councillors to lobby for and 
oversee the satisfactory 
transfer of additional resources to 
the town.” 

In the town council vote, 36 candi¬ 


dates are standing across seven 
wards. The town council has been a 
long time coming but will form when 
the winning candidates take their 
seats for the first time. 

Laura Probert, who was missed in 
last week’s round-up of candidates, is 
standing in the Sir Moses Montifiore 
ward as an Independent. 

She said: “I voted for a Ramsgate 
parish council because I 
care passionately about 
this town. 

“Unless decisions about 
Ramsgate are made in 
Ramsgate by concerned 
and caring residents of the 
town, I fear we can look for¬ 
ward to further destruction 
of our rich naval heritage, 
our tourist industry, our 
beautiful Georgian build¬ 
ings and the loss of more 
shops in our high street. 

“I support the people 
working hard to ensure our 
heritage is not lost and to 
prevent Ramsgate from 
becoming a cultural back¬ 
water. 

“If elected, I shall work 
hard to ensure that my con¬ 
stituents’ views are made 
known when important 
decisions are made in 
Ramsgate.” 

A by-election has also 
been called to see who will 
go on to represent the 
Thanet Villages ward at 
district level to look after 
the interests of Monkton, 
St Nicholas-at-Wade, Min¬ 
ster, Acol, Manston and Sarre.

Call for return 
of grants for 
school uniform 

THE manager of Thanet Citizens Advice 
Bureau has asked all county council 
election candidates to support the re- 
introduction of school uniform grants. 

Ian Driver says the grants are import¬ 
ant for parents who are struggling to 
make ends meet. 

The Education Act 1996 allows the 
authority to give grants to parents find¬ 
ing it hard to pay for school uniforms. 
However, the grants were cut in 1997. 

Mr Driver said: “The recession is caus¬ 
ing financial hardship for more and 
more people, especially families with 
school-age children. 

“I’m calling on prospective KCC coun¬ 
cillors to agree to review the policy on 
school uniform grants.” 

Difficult 

Research by Citizens Advice shows 
that while most parents support the idea 
of school uniform, three-quarters of par¬ 
ents of secondary school children and 
two-thirds of parents of primary school 
children found it difficult to pay for it. 

At the same time an increasing num¬ 
ber of education authorities have abol¬ 
ished school uniform grants, with less 
than half offering any sort of financial 
support to parents. 

“The cost of uniform is also high 
because many schools insist on having 
logos embroidered on shirts, jackets and 
coats,” said Mr Driver. 

“If schools were prepared to allow stu¬ 
dents to wear uniform without logos, 
then costs would be much lower. 

“We will be carrying out a survey of 
Thanet schools to find out about uniform 
policy in the next few months and 
try to persuade school governing bodies 
to adopt affordable uniform policies.”

services and who sits on the working 
party, said the website needed 
improving, with the council able to 
monitor complaints. 

“There has been and still is an 
element of duplication. We need a 
shared site so that anyone in east 
Kent who complains about aircraft 
movements associated with KIA is 
captured in the same manner by the 
council and the airport.” 

However, KIA chief executive 
Matt Clarke said: “The current 
procedure was developed after 
detailed consultation with KIACC. 

“It provides a range of methods 
by which people can contact the 
airport - email, web-form, letter 
and telephone recorded message. 

“KIACC exists to facilitate the 
design of this system and they do a 
good job. 

“We will maintain the current 
system but will continue enhanc¬ 
ing it over time in close consult¬ 
ation with the committee.” 

A councillor from Canterbury 
City Council who sits on KIACC 
also said he received complaints 
about the complaints procedure, 
as did Nick Cole from Monkton 
Parish Council. 


We cannot forgive 
killer of our Tommy' 


THE family of a student stabbed to 
death for defending his friend say 
they can never forgive his killer. 

Ian Deadman, 46, from Margate, 
was jailed for life on Friday last 
week for the murder of 25-year-old 
Tommy Balsom, who was attacked 
in the hallway outside Deadman’s 
flat on September 8 last year. 

Father-of-two Mr Balsom had been 
fighting with Deadman’s friend 
when he was stabbed. 

In a statement issued following the 
sentencing at Maidstone Crown 
Court, his family told how their lives 
had been shattered. 

It read: ‘We cannot and will never 
forgive the person responsible for 
the senseless and violent way 
Tommy died and for taking away a 
part of our family. 

“But we take comfort in knowing 
that Tommy was standing up for 
what he believed was right, as we 
had taught him. 

We will be serving a life sentence 
as we have to live without Tommy 
every day. We cannot express our 
feelings to all of our family and 
friends who have supported us, cried 
with us and kept us going.” 

Mr Balsom had been visiting his 
friend Jordan Best on the day of the 


murder, and was inside his flat when 
Deadman came to the door “in an 
angry state”. 

The court heard how the two 
neighbours did not always get on 
and it was not long before a scuffle 
ensued between Mr Best, Mr Balsom 
and Deadman’s friend James Carter. 

It was then that Deadman knifed 
Mr Balsom in the neck and chest 
before dialling 999. 

Tension 

Chief Insp Terry Chuter said: “What 
Tommy Balsom walked into that day 
was bubbling tension between neigh¬ 
bours - fuelled by alcohol and drugs 
- that spilled over into violence. 

“By their own admission, Tommy’s 
family have said he had his troubles, 
but he did not deserve this. 

“Ian Deadman has always denied 
killing Tommy, but he has now been 
convicted for a display of violence 
that in his world he may feel is 
acceptable behaviour but in our 
world is not.” 

Upon sentencing Deadman, who 
will not be eligible for parole for at 
least 15 years, Judge Andrew Pati¬ 
ence said the incident was “yet anot¬ 
her senseless killing, brought about 
by a knife and someone in drink”.

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Witnesses to road accident sought 
by police after grandfather's death 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses 
after a man died following a traffic 
accident in Birchington. 

Retired builder Ken Jones, 79, died in hospi¬ 
tal five days after the incident on Thursday 
May 14. 

At 5.20pm that day, he left the carriageway in 
his blue Rover 400, moments from his home in 
Park Road, and hit two bungalows. 

He was returning from the betting shop in 
Station Road where he had put a £1 bet on a 
greyhound race. 

Mr Jones was taken to hospital with broken 
bones in his back and bruising to his chest. 

On Tuesday, May 19, he passed away with his 
family around him. A post-mortem examin¬ 
ation revealed that Mr Jones had contracted 
pneumonia. 

His widow Patricia said she was missing him

terribly, having moved to the peace of Thanet 
from Hackney in London nine years ago and 
having had lots of time together in retirement. 

She said: “He had been in all afternoon with 
the horse-racing and had just popped down the 
road to place his little bet. He enjoyed that, and 
going out for a drive. 

“He was coming back for his dinner. I was 
watching Paul O’Grady on the television. 

“I didn’t hear all the sirens. It wasn’t until the 
policewoman knocked on the door that I found 
out what had happened. 

“They were not too worried about him at the 
hospital to start with, but then he deterior¬ 
ated.” 

Mr Jones leaves behind his wife of 53 years, a 
son and daughter, three granddaughters, three 
great-granddaughters and one great-grandson 


- there is another great-grandson on the way. 

Mr Jones would have been celebrating his 
80th birthday on Tuesday next week. His 
funeral was due to take place today (Wed¬ 
nesday) at Thanet crematorium. 

An inquest will be held into the circum¬ 
stances of Mr Jones’s death. 

Acting Sgt Steve Freeman said: “We would 
like to hear from anyone with any information 
to get in touch. 

“At the time of the incident, a light-blue 
hatchback saloon car was seen in the area. I am 
asking for the driver of that car to come forward 
and assist us with our inquiries. 

“It is believed to be a local vehicle and was 
thought to have returned to the scene later in 
the day after the collision.”

Drinks at wedding 
cost driver licence 

A MAN whose car was seen weaving 
across the Thanet Way by a traffic officer 
has been arrested for drink-driving. 

Malcolm Horlor, 59, of Broad Street, 
Sheemess, had held a clean licence for 42 
years, but a beer too many at a wedding 
reception ruined it. As a result he found 
himself in front of Canterbury magis¬ 
trates admitting a drink-driving charge. 

Theresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said officers 
spotted his Ford Escort being driven 
erratically near the Roman Galley pub. 
When he was stopped he admitted hav¬ 
ing a drink. 

Paul Goldspring, defending, said: “He 
made the classic mistake of having a couple 
of drinks but eating no food. He thought he 
was fine, but he’d made a stupid mistake.” 

Because of his conviction, Mr Gold¬ 
spring said Horlor would lose his job with 
a failing recruitment company. 

He said: “Mr Horlor was expecting to be 
made redundant. Now the company can 
get rid of him without compensation.” 

Horlor was banned for a year, fined 
£130 and ordered to pay £60 costs plus 
£15 victim surcharge.

James admitted careless driving by letter to 
Canterbury magistrates court on Wednesday 
last week, but because of the chaos he caused 
the Bench wants to see him in person. 

Theresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said a line of 
traffic was approaching the crossing at Broad 
Oak when the Mondeo suddenly turned right. 

Drivers watched open-mouthed as the 
saloon drove down the electrified railway line 
with a train due any minute. 


Mrs Ruiz said: “Mr James’s momentary loss 
of concentration could have had catastrophic 
effects. All trains on the line were stopped for 
90 minutes, disrupting the network. 

“Mr James told police his sat-navigation 
equipment told him to turn right, so he 
turned.” 

Wendy Masters, who was driving behind Mr 
James, said visibility was clear. 

She told police: “I was 35 feet behind the 
Mondeo as I approached the crossing. I saw it 
turn right on to the railway track and start 
driving along it. I couldn’t believe what I was 
seeing.” 

She raced to alert rail staff and saw James 
had realised his mistake and tried to reverse 
back but his wheels were stuck in the track. 

Then she saw the petrified passengers 
emerge and walk gingerly along the tracks to 
safety. 

James be sentenced by magistrates on 
Monday, June 8.

Newington nine's 
ASBOs extended 

THE interim ASBOs against nine people 
alleged to be responsible for antisocial behav¬ 
iour in Newington have been extended. 

The orders will now be in operation for two 
more months. The extensions come after the 
case against the nine, who all live in 
Ramsgate, was adjourned until August. 

The case was put back because it clashed 
with GCSE exams of some of the accused. 

The new dates for the trial, which will take 
place in Folkestone, have been fixed as 
Monday 10, Friday 14, Wednesday 19, 
Thursday 20 and Friday 21, August. 

The interim ASBOs were granted in December 
2008 following a civil case brought by Thanet 
council and supported by Kent Police on behalf of 
the Thanet Community Safety Partnership. 

Offence 

The interim ASBOs carry the same weight 
as full orders and remain in force until 
Friday, August 21. It is a criminal offence to 
breach the terms. 

The nine cannot congregate in groups of 
more than three in public in Thanet or go near 
any of the witnesses in the case. 

They cannot carry out insulting or offensive 
behaviour, throw items, or use behaviour like¬ 
ly to cause harassment. 

Community safety co-ordinator Jessica 
Bailey said: “Although it’s frustrating that the 
court case has been adjourned, we have at last 
seen interim ASBOs against all nine extended 
until the end of the court case. 

“These restrictions apply anywhere in the 
district and not just in the Centre, Harbour 
Street or Ramsgate town centre and, if there 
are any breaches, then we can act on that.”

Tell us a little about yourself 


A I’m 48 years old and married to Lynne. I 
own a road transport company based in 
Maidstone. However, I’ve had a very varied 
career. I started as a research scientist and then 
served as an officer in the RAF for six years. I 
ran a software company until moving into the 
family road transport business in 1992.1 am a 
Liberal Democrat.

How did you get involved in the Gurkha Justice Campaign? 


A in 2004, four retired Gurkhas arrived at my 
home to say that one of their colleagues was 
being deported. This was a jaw-dropping 
moment for me. I had no idea that at the time 
all retired Gurkhas had to go back to Nepal. 
From that moment, I vowed to help them. I 
helped forge them into a campaigning force. 

Later that year, the Blair Government 
announced a major change in policy and said 
that Gurkhas who retired after 1997 could stay 
in Britain. While a very good move, this led to 
the terrible situation that Gurkhas who retired 
before 1997 could not stay - this included veter¬ 
ans of the first Gulf War, the Falklands and 
other conflicts.

What does this new announcement by the Government 
mean for all retired Gurkhas? 

This new policy will change lives profound¬ 
ly and in a wonderful way. It means that 


thousands of very brave and loyal British 
Army Gurkhas who have been excluded from 
living in Britain can now do so. For them and 
their families it gives access to a better life. 

Q How crucial a role has Joanna Lumley played in the 
campaign? 

A Her fame and her wonderful way of reach¬ 
ing out to people and her ability to com¬ 
municate via the media meant the campaign 
gained a massive amount of momentum. With 
Joanna at the head, we were able to apply a 
degree of political pressure which had eluded 
us before her involvement. 

Q Do you believe all foreign soldiers who fought on behalf 
of the UK should have the right to settle here? 

A Yes I do. Indeed, soldiers from Common¬ 
wealth countries have had the right to set¬ 
tlement in the UK after four years for a very 
significant period. The central plank of our 
campaign was simply to ask for parity with 
these soldiers. We were never asking for any¬ 
thing special - just parity with Common¬ 
wealth soldiers. 

Q How significant a decision do you believe this is in the 
history of our Parliament and Armed Forces? 

A This decision is profoundly significant. A 
public campaign has forced an unwilling 
Government to do the ‘right thing’. The vote in 
Parliament was crucial. In that vote, MPs of 
all sides worked together to defeat the Govern¬ 


ment on an Opposition Day motion. I believe 
the last time that happened was in the mid 
1970s. The Gurkha issue has helped bring to 
the fore the very important concept of the 
Military Covenant for all our soldiers. That 
covenant sets out that in return for the risks 
they take, members of the Armed Forces 
should expect to be well treated and respected. 

Q Is there a next step for the campaign, or have you 
reached the pinnacle? 

A No, this campaign is over. Usually, cam¬ 
paigns either only succeed in increasing 
awareness of an issue or in getting a compro¬ 
mise. In this case, the campaign has been won. 

Q What do you believe the future holds for this Labour 
Government? 

A I feel that it is in severe trouble. It is as if 
the public mood has shifted against it and 
it is struggling to become positive again. I 
think its difficulties can best be demonstrated 
by how it has reacted to our campaign. Blair’s 
was the first Government to do something pos¬ 
itive for the Gurkhas when it allowed post- 
1997 retirees to stay in this country. Gordon 
Brown has now built on this with his decision 
to let all retired Gurkhas stay. However, 
despite all that good work, many feel the 
Government has been dragged kicking and 
screaming to this point. Hence, the public has 
a negative view of its actions when, in fact, it 
has done more than any other.

A MASSIVE number of 
distinctive Painted Lady 
butterflies has been arriv¬ 
ing in the county after an 
amazing 1,000-mile mig¬ 
ration from North Africa. 

In a space of about 45 minutes, 
conservationists counted nearly 
3,000 of the butterflies at one loca¬ 
tion in Kent, which they called 
“quite incredible”. 

The charity Butterfly 
Conservation has been receiving 
reports since the start of last week 
of sightings of large numbers of 
these fast-flying butterflies, which 
have orange, black and white-spot¬ 
ted wings, moving overhead for 
hours on end. They say this could 
be one of the largest Painted Lady 
migrations in decades. 

The first indication of their 
arrival in Britain came when 
Butterfly Conservation members 
first reported seeing large numbers 
along the south coast. 

Since then, thousands have been 
seen flying in a northerly direction. 

Scientists have been predicting 
an unusually large migration since 
late winter.

The butterflies originate from the 
Atlas Mountains of Morocco, where 
heavy winter rains allowed good 
germination of the caterpillar food- 
plants. 

A Spanish researcher, Constanti 
Stefanescu, had reported seeing 
hundreds of thousands emerging in 
mid February and beginning their 
long flight north. 

They were seen in large numbers 
in Spain during April and a few 
weeks later in France. 

Now they have arrived in the 
southern part of the UK with sight¬ 
ings as far north as East Anglia 
being reported. 

Butterfly Conservation is asking 
for the public’s help to track the 
migration by recording any sight¬ 
ings at www.butterfly-conserva- 
tion.org/migrantwatch. 

Richard Fox, surveys manager, 
said: “There are literally millions of 
Painted Lady butterflies arriving 
right across Britain. 

“This is a spectacular phenome¬ 
non and we are asking people to 
send us their sightings via our 
website”.

Reader's letter flew in 


READER John Kemp from Whitstable 
contacted us after taking pictures of the 
visitors. 

He said: "There has been a massive 
influx of Painted Lady butterflies into 
Britain in the past week. I saw 13 at one 
time in my garden in Whitstable, and I 
have also seen them in Chestfield. 

"They have been reported from Grove 
Ferry, Sandwich Bay, West to Devon: 
sometimes in large numbers - more than 
2,200 were counted at Dungeness. This 


attractive butterfly is fairly common, but 
very variable in numbers, being an irrup- 
tive migrant from North Africa and 
southern Europe - it can not survive our 
winters. 

"It is, however, an extremely adven¬ 
turous migrant and strong flier, being the 
only butterfly ever found in Iceland. I 
attach a photo, taken yesterday in my 
garden, where they were sipping nectar 
from our perennial wallflowers.

SWITCHED ON: The Duke of Kent turns on Hever 
Castle's energy efficient biomass boiler 


Boleyn castle boiler 
is ahead of the rest 

THE Duke of Kent was in the county this 
week to reveal a new greener Hever Castle. 

The 12th-century tourist attraction is 
famous for being the childhood home of Anne 
Boleyn. 

But it has now adopted a 21st century 
approach to becoming more environmentally 
friendly and energy efficient. 

The Duke officially switched on Hever’s 
energy efficient biomass boiler, which 
replaces the old inefficient oil-fired and LPG 
boilers with a new 650KW woodchip boiler. 

This uses woodchip waste from local 
sawmills to create heating and hot water for 
the castle, the Moat Restaurant, the Hever 
Shop and even 14 residential properties locally. 

It is thanks to a £139,000 grant from the 
Department of Energy and Climatic 
Change, plus a £100,000 Carbon Trust loan, 
along with an estate investment of £460,000. 

Now 80 per cent of the castle’s hot water 
and heating requirements will become 
renewable, saving approximately 390 tonnes 
of carbon dioxide in emissions a year. 

The woodchip fuel is made locally from 
sawmill waste and low-grade timber, and 
will include timber from the Hever estate. 

With haulage being carried out by local con¬ 
tractors, Hever Castle is minimising trans¬ 
port miles and diverting money originally 
spent on fossil fuels into the local community. 

Duncan Leslie, chief executive of Hever 
Castle, said: ‘We’re making a commitment to 
being greener while, at the same time, reduc¬ 
ing fuel bills. 

‘We’re making the castle as energy self- 
sufficient as possible without spoiling the 
attraction.”

A DECORATED Army officer 
has presented the gongs at 
St Lawrence College’s annual 
prize-giving night. 

On Saturday, May 23, General Sir Richard 
Dannatt, GCB, CBE, MC, ADC, Gen, Chief of 
the General Staff, was the Guest of Honour 
at the speech Day and prizegiving. 

The general is one the college’s most 
prestigious Old Lawrentians, educated at the 
school for five years between 1964 and 1969.

The general made a polished speech, 
delighting the audience with the opening 
lines: “I feel very honoured indeed to stand 
here and present the prizes today. As an Old 
Lawrentian, it is frankly the first time that I

and prizes have been united on the same 
stage - the gaps on my bookcase at home are 
a testimony to this!” 

He advised all students to “aim high and 
challenge yourselves and maximise all the 
opportunities the school provides for you”. 

He continued: “Be the very best you can be

settle for second best. And lastly, do the right 
thing, not the easy thing, as it is moral 
courage that really matters.” 

General Dannatt is a trustee of the charity 
Help For Heroes and a patron of the war- 
zone charity Hope And Homes For Children. 

A school spokesman said: “General Sir 
Richard Dannatt was wonderfully patient 
with a battery of students wanting him to 
sign their prizes and speech day prog¬ 
rammes, and have photos taken with him. 

“He toured the school after the ceremony 
and had a word with every student he met on 
the way - all were really impressed with his 
warmth and approachability.” 

Despite signing up for just three years, the 
general has served 40 years in the services.

Enthusiasm soars with RAF base visit 


THE Apache attack helicopter - one of the 
most effective and popular fighting mach¬ 
ines in recent years - was the star attrac¬ 
tion for some Broadstairs students when 
they visited RAF Wattisham in Suffolk. 

The 15-year-olds from The Charles 
Dickens School had the rare chance to look 
over the latest version of the two-man 
combat aircraft that has seen service in 
conflicts around the globe.

RAF Wattisham is the base for the 
RAF B Flight 22 Squadron, and home 
to the familiar yellow search-and-rescue 
helicopters.

Stop people paying 
with their careers 

Our Government is hell-bent on 
cutting jobs in every part of Kent. 

All of Kent’s councils appear to be 
contemplating redundancies: 
nationwide 7,000 local government 
jobs have gone already, with 14,000 
more expected over the next 12 
months. 

More than 100 of our UK 
universities are planning to cut 
staff, too. 

And if this was not bad enough, 
Government capping of university 
places will close the doors to about 
30,000 eligible students this summer. 
Hasn’t the Government heard of this 
country’s massive skills shortages? 

Work that could be done to 
insulate homes, cut energy wastage 
and fuel poverty and put solar water 
heating and solar panels in our 
schools and hospitals is not being 
done, condemning construction 
workers to enforced unemployment. 


Yes, a recession is difficult, but 
there are plenty of areas of public 
spending occurring in Kent and 
Medway that we do not need. 

Subsidies to chemical-based 
agriculture should be brought to an 
end; new major road-building should 
be stopped; subsidised public private

a night to remember

PUT two comedy giants together 
in one room and even a pack of 
jaded journalists will soon be 
buzzing with anticipation at their 
imminent arrival. 

Dictaphones are arranged, prime seats are 
fought over and hushed whispers reach fever 
pitch as Ricky Gervais and Ben Stiller make 
their entrance. 

Gervais, 47, and Stiller, 43, have amassed an 
impressive body of work between them. 

As the co-creator of The Office, Gervais won 
unlikely empathy for the sadly-comedic 
character David Brent, and the plaudits the 
series received brought him huge success on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

His subsequent star pulling-power allowed 
him to secure unlikely cameos from the likes of 
Robert de Niro and Kate Winslet, who both 
willingly sent themselves up in his follow-up 
project, Extras. 

Stiller meanwhile has been described as a 
“ringmaster who knows everybody in 
Hollywood” by his friend and co-star Hank 
Azaria, having been behind box office hits such 
as Meet The Parents, Dodgeball and Tropic 
Thunder. 

The reason for the duo’s joint appearance is 
to promote their latest cinematic pairing in 
comedy sequel Night At The Museum 2.

While it meant an infinite amount of cre¬ 
ative possibilities for the production team, it 
does beg the question whether there’s now 
anywhere else the film franchise can go. 

“I don’t know,” says Stiller. “The idea of doing 
a third one would be great. It’s just figuring 
out how it could get any bigger, any different.” 

“How about a normal museum where noth¬

SHE’S small, she’s cute and she’s 
one of the Dutch city of Utrecht’s 
most famous exports. 

Miffy or Nijntje, as the little white rabbit 
is known in her native Holland, is a popu¬ 
lar book and TV character across the globe. 

Utrecht, about an hour’s drive from the 
port of Rotterdam, is the birthplace of Miffy 
creator and local resident Dick Bruna. 

But Utrecht is more than the home of 
Miffy It’s the perfect place for a short break, 
with pedestrian quaysides lining a network 
of 14th-century canals, plus bars and 
restaurants, great shopping and an eclectic 
mix of tourist attractions. 

Founded by the Romans, Utrecht is

almost 2,000 years old and was once the largest 
and most important city in Holland. Today, it is 
one of Holland’s newest city-break destinations. 

The focal point is the Dom Church and its 
tower. A nave once connected the two, but in 
1674 this collapsed during a storm. The church 
and tower were never reconnected, and a street 
and square now separate the two structures. 

Regular tours, with an English-speaking 
guide, start from the visitor centre and those 
with plenty of energy can climb the 465 steps to 
the top of the 112m tower. 

The mechanically- and musically-minded, 
and those with a sense of fun, are sure to enjoy 


a visit to the nearby National Museum From 
Musical Clock To Street Organ. 

The museum attracts thousands of visitors 
each year who come to see automatic musical 
instruments from the 15th century to today. 

Our guide tells us that one of the favourite 
pieces with the public is the rather strange 
sounding Rabbit In A Cabbage. 

But there’s another rabbit on the block - and 
she can boast a museum of her own! 

The Dick Bruna Huis is a must for Miffy afi¬ 
cionados of all ages. There are displays charting 
Bruna’s extraordinary career for the grown¬ 
ups, while children can hear stories and play. 


The Dick Bruna Huis is part of the Centraal 
Museum on the opposite side of the street. 
Highlights from the collection here include 
works by 17th-century Utrecht Caravaggists - 
who were inspired by Caravaggio - and 
16th-century painter Jan van Scorel. 

The Museum Quarter, as it’s known, is easy 
to explore on foot and even includes an 
Aboriginal Art Museum. 

For a different perspective on what the city 
has to offer, a canal cruise comes highly recom¬ 
mended, while Utrecht also boasts Holland’s 
largest shopping mall, Hoog Catharijne. 

This really is the city with everything.

Small building firms 
call for cut in VAT 

A CALL for a VAT cut for small firms in 
the building sector could go some way 
towards boosting trade, according to a 
survey. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
claims a five per cent flat rate for home 
renovations could help small businesses 
“struggling against a backdrop of 
decreasingly bad trade”. 

The industry had pushed the 
Government heavily in the run-up to the 
Budget for a cut in VAT on renovation - 
after a decision in Europe allowed 
nations to drop the tax rate on a number 
of services. 

A survey by the FSB showed 59 per 
cent of respondents in the building sec¬ 
tor said their trade had fallen in the last 
six months, with 37 per cent concerned 
that their financial prospects were poor. 

Almost half of those surveyed said it 
was the lack of demand that was fuelling 
the negative impact on their businesses. 
A key concern for business was the 15 
per cent VAT rate. 

John Walker of the FSB, said: 
“Confidence in the smaller building proj¬ 
ects around the country has dropped to a 
low, and people who were thinking of 
adding an extension to their home, reno¬ 
vating their bathroom or building a 
garage, should be given the incentive to 
go ahead.” 

'Greater incentives are 
needed to go green' 

POLICIES to reduce carbon emissions 
will fail without greater green incen¬ 
tives, a lobby group for property owners 
has claimed. 

The British Property Federation (BPF) 
said real estate should be one of the eas¬ 
iest areas to make carbon emissions sav¬ 
ings but the Government needed to 
encourage landlords and tenants to 
work together to make cuts. 

Liz Peace, chief executive of the BPF, 
said: “The Government should explore 
how the tax system might be used to 
incentivise improvements by altering 
the conundrum we have over how the 
benefits from improvements are shared 
between landlords and tenants.” 

The BPF said the Government had 
ignored the fact that most commercial 
property was rented. 

Ms Peace said: “This means landlords 
cannot simply walk into a tenant’s shop, 
for example, and turn the lights off. 
Therefore, any incentives and responsi¬ 
bilities for improving energy perform¬ 
ance are widely split between the two 
groups.”

THE Law Society is urg¬ 
ing home-sellers to check 
the real cost of their 
Home Information Pack 
with their estate agent to 
avoid inflated costs. 

The warning comes after a 
Channel 4 News investigation 
found evidence that more than 
£100 could be getting added to 
the price of HIPs because of 
secret payments to estate agents. 

With many estate agents hir¬ 
ing HIP providers to supply 
home-sellers with the evaluation, 
the Law Society is calling on sell¬ 
ers to check very carefully how 
much their agent is charging for 
the HIP. 

Law Society president Paul 
Marsh said: “The cost of the HIP 
charged to the home-seller by the 
estate agent could be much high¬ 
er than necessary and more than 
the agent actually pays the HIP 
provider. 

“Because of these hidden refer¬ 
ral fees the estate agent is over¬ 
charging the seller and making a 
secret profit. 

“Sellers should ask for details 
of the exact costs to discover if 
the agent is charging them more 
than they should be, and more 
than the HIP actually cost the 
estate agent. 

“They should also ask if the 
estate agent is receiving a hidden 
commission from the HIP 
provider, which would mean the 
estate agents are keeping part of 
the cost themselves. If the agent 
is paying £300 to the HIP 
provider and then charging their

client £400, the client is paying 
an extra £100 unnecessarily. 
With the other costs involved in 
selling, these added costs are 
unwanted extras. 

“If sellers do find their agent is 
charging extra for their HIP they 
should ask their solicitor if they 
provide a HIP instead, as solici¬ 
tors are required to be fully open 
with their clients about fees. 

“The added benefit of using a 
solicitor is that they are all strict¬ 
ly regulated and required to fol¬ 
low stringent rules, unlike estate 
agents.” 

Concerns 

In the latest legislation on 
house sales anyone hoping to sell 
their home needs a HIP in place 
before they can put the property 
on the market, raising the risk of 
quickly-arranged HIPs that are 
inaccurate. 

The Law Society has also raised 
concerns over the new Property 
Information Questionnaires 
which are now a feature of HIPs, 
requiring sellers to answer ques¬ 
tions about their home. 

Mr Marsh added: “PIQs are 
supposed to provide information 
for potential buyers about the 
property, but if they are not com¬ 
pleted correctly it could harm the 
relationship between buyer and 
seller, which is the last outcome 
anyone wants, especially now 
when the market is so slow. 

“A solicitor will be able to assist 
in completing the questionnaire 
to ensure it is accurate.”

Fiat 500 - the baby that 
packs a mighty big punch 


AFTER years on the financial ropes, 
Fiat staged a comeback and its best 
punch was the reborn Fiat 500. 

Inspired by the classic 1957 500 ‘Nuovo’, it 
stormed the market, revitalized dealers and 
picked up European Car of the Year in 2007; it 
is a cult car to challenge and undercut BMW’s 
own reworked icon, the Mini. 

The 500 has also pioneered Fiat’s EcoDrive 
software to help owners drive leaner, meaner 
and greener. 

It dovetails with the USB input for ‘Blue & 
Me’, Fiat’s hands-free in-car phone and audio 
system and I averaged 75 points from a possi¬ 
ble 100 on two long runs in the 1.2 Pop entry 
model test car - 80 is considered good. 

However, my overall reading after a 
week was just 52, with economy clobbered 
by local shuttles, school runs, shopping trips 
and so on. 

This is when the engine barely warms up, 
there is less cruising and more gear changing 
and, possibly, more hurrying - we allow extra 
time pro rata when travelling further.

EcoDrive, with consequent savings and a 
greener conscience. 

The 1.2 500 model (0-62mph in 12.9 seconds) 
should average well over 50mpg anyway and 
is probably the best buy 500, although the 
modest £8,300 start price can be blown away 
by tempting options such as our car’s 
black/chrome alloys (from £300). 

And you need Lounge spec (from £9,700) to 
get a split/folding rear seat; the boot is not 
huge and you might want to flop down one 
seat to accommodate extra shopping or an 
awkward item, yet still carry a rear passenger. 
But Lounge spec brings air con and alloys as 
standard plus more. 

The 500 interior is a pleasing mix of retro 
with modem materials of higher quality. 

Some may scratch easily, but everything you 
touch feels tough, including the now trade¬ 
mark ‘billiard ball’ gear knob. 

Inheriting the Fiat Panda running gear 
and chassis is not all good news; the ride can 
feel unsettled though the lighter weight of the 
1.2 against the 1.4-litre petrol and 1.3-litre 
diesel, makes it feel more refined and more 
nimble, while still able to cruise the motorway 
comfortably.

THE return of Darren Stevens and Ryan

With the 33-year-old back to bolster the 
middle order, Kent’s batting line-up looks 
far more complete. 

Ford said: “Let me tell you that other 
sides would die to have him playing the way 
he did at Lord’s. 

“If we can get him in that kind of form it’s 
going to be good for us. In that type of mood 
he takes the game away from the opposi¬ 
tion so we are hoping he maintains that 
sort of form as he is a great weapon.” 

Another to have returned to the Kent 
ranks is South African Ryan McLaren who 
has been away with the Mumbai Indians in 
the Indian Premier League. The fact he did¬ 
n’t feature in the competition means he is 
fresh and ready to go, according to Ford. 

“He is raring to go and really boosts our 
bowling attack, his quality will help us get 
through the first six overs which are crucial 
in Twenty20,” he said. 

While McLaren and Stevens are back for 
the Spitfires, skipper Rob Key will miss the 
remainder of the Twenty20 campaign as he 
joined up with England ahead of next 
month’s World Twenty20. 

The 28-year-old has struggled for form in 
the early part of the season but Ford has 
seen enough in the nets to claim that some¬ 
body is going to “cop” one soon.
